NATURAL GAS 


Some 300 residents and commer- 
cial establishments in Pearlington 
and adjoining area will soon have 
natural gas service because of a 
project by United Gas Corp. for 
construction of gas mains and dis- 
tribution facilities. 

Construction is already underway 
on the project and completion of 
this phase is expected in October. 
Construction was awarded to Hyde 


‘Construction Corp. of Jackson. 


Included in the project will be 
natural gasservice for.the Oak Har- 
bor and Belle Isle Subdivisions. 

United Gas Pipe Line will fur- 
nish natural gas for the project 
through the Ansley Field Lateral 
line purchased from the Tarpon 
Gas Corp. The line consists of 16.6 
miles of five and one half and six 
inch pipe E . 

John A. Mills, United Gag mana- 
ger for the Mississippi Coast dis- 
trict, said, "Because of growth po- 
tential of Pearlington and vicinity, 
it is anticipated that within five 
years United will be serving 1,000 
eustomers in the area."

row heads is after hard rains when 


gravel and stones are washed 
clean. Jim sometimes walks five 
miles.after work looking for the 
heads to add to his already valu- 
able collection. . 

Definition of arrowhéads; Apex 
of a slender Missile implement 
especially when of material dif- 
ferent from the shaft. . 

Chert and other hard stones 
were used by the Indians for mak- 
ing arrowheads and were attached 
to shatfs, made of hard woods, and 
tied with vines, raw hide rope 
made from certain grassés, and 


fired by a bow. Indlans were skill-} 


ful with the bow and arrow for 
food. In catching fish some were: 
speared by those using bows and 
arrows. . 

Harris also has a few tomahawks 
and spear points found around 
Indian mounds in his section of the 
country. Tomahawk heads and 
spear points were also made ‘of 
stone and attached to the shaft by 
throngs, etc. It is said that 
the Indians heated the stone an 
shaped it by dropping cold water 
on it. Other explanations claim 
that the arrowheads were shaped 
by chiseling them with ano 
stone. 

Stone arrowheads are still madè 
by some primitive people. In the 
collection are real.small arrow- 
heads used for shooting, birds, rab- 
bits and other small game while 
larger ones were used to kill larger 
game. Jim has all sizes of them. *
